harvey: I'm two minutes older than Max - I'm the 
eldest so I take that responsibility seriously! 

max: We were born in Berkshire on 31 December 2002. 

harvey: We had terrible childhoods. We lived in a 
cage. Only joking! Dad was a singer in West End 
shows and musicals. He had to tour a lot, and for our 
first birthday and Christmas he was in Germany with a 
show.

But she 
loves us now, and she's the best mum. 

harvey: People always ask us whether we like being 
twins. There are pros and cons. There's always 
someone your age to hang out with. And we never 
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feel like we don't have our own personalities. Our mum 
has always worked really hard to make sure we have our 
own space - we're in different classes at school and 
both our parents spend time with us separately. 

max: We're pretty equal at most things, so when we're 
just at home and not with our mates it's good 
football and stuff. 

harvey: I'm so bad at cricket though! 

max: He had the worst injury I've ever seen - he got hit 
by a ball in the throat! But generally we're pretty evenly 
matched. 

harvey: We've lived in our house since we were three. 
We moved there when Mum was pregnant with our 
little brother, Leo. 

max: We used to not get on with him that well! We do 
now though. He used to be such a wind-up merchant 
and got us into trouble all the time, but now he's much 
better. 

harvey: He's at boarding school, and we miss him quite 
a lot. I think if he wasn't away at school we might 
fight all the time! But we really like it when we see him 
now. 
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max: And then we have another sibling: our little sister, 
Tilly. We were eight when she was born. 

harvey: She's all right most of the time. 



max: For such a tiny person, she's very loud! I get on 
with her best. She's good when I look offer her but not 
when Harvey does - when I put her to bed she goes to 
sleep right away. I love all my siblings - though three 
children would have been enough! But Mum wanted a 
girl. I really wanted Leo to be a girl, so when he was 
born I had a strop! 


harvey: I wanted him to be a boy so I didn't mind! Leo 
is really good at singing. He's in a choir at his school, 
and we often go and see him sing. And from as soon 
as we could play and sing Max and I have been 
musical. When Dad was in shows we always 
used to go along to rehearsals. 

max: We actually got our first professional jobs 
when we were babies - we were in a TV show 
at nine months old! And we did stuff like that 
until we were about two. 



harvey: Mum got us some cool work when we were 
babies - if you're twins you get cast, especially if you're 
identical. It was never the plan for us to carry on after 
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that, but we just really enjoyed it and our school work 
didn't suffer, and we've met so many cool people that 
we didn't really want to stop! I mean, it sort of did 
interfere with school sometimes when we had to do a 
lot of performances, but my teachers just thought it 
was cool - they all came to see me. 

max: We started at drama school when we were 
four, so we've been doing it for ten years. We love 
it so much: performing is our favourite hobby, so 
it has never felt like work - even when technically it has 
been. We've done some really random stuff! When I 
was about nine I did an advert for Google in Brazil. We 
filmed it in the UK unfortunately! It was so much fun - I 
got to ride down a hill in a go-kart powered by fire 
extinguishers! I've never found the advert, but I'd love 
to see it. I think I might have been cut out. 

harvey: I was the voice of VTech toys for a while: I was 
a green dog called Scout! I was eight. We used to go 
into Toys 'R' Us and Tesco and press all the toys and my 
voice would come out! It was so normal doing work 
like that though - we've always really enjoyed it and 
never wanted to stop. Things just kept coming up. 

max: We did a short film about twins for Channel 4, 
and we did amateur shows with our drama club and 
at school. 
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harvey: I first got to be in a professional show when I 
was about eight - I was in Priscilla Queen of the 
Desert in the West End. I'm so glad I did it - it was 
fun, even though Mum had just had Tilly and she had 
to drive me everywhere with the baby in the car seat. 
It was a really exciting and different experience. My 
solo was right at the end of the show, so I didn't need 
to be at the theatre until really late every night. It was 
brilliant driving down to London after school, and 
performing in a real theatre. 


max: I was Gavroche in an adaptation of 
Les Miserables at the same time. I got to go on tour 
to the Edinburgh Fringe Festival, which was crazy and 
so much fun. We both auditioned for Billy Elliott as 
well, but we didn't get that. Which is just as well 
because we would have had to rehearse in 
the summer holidays! That is a really hard part 
to play. 

harvey: Affer Priscillo finished, I was in Les Mis playing 
the same part as Max. That was when we were about 
nine. It was cool to share that role. And then, when 
we were twelve, we went on tour with The Sound of 
Music - we alternated the role of Friedrich. That was 
awesome, and it was crazy to be in a different place 
every night. 
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max: We don't audition any more these days - we 
have too much going on outside school - but we 
used to really enjoy it. We'd take a trip up to London 
and get to meet new people and sing and stuff. 
We've made so many friends in drama school /

through the years - it's been great for us. ) 

harvey: Yeah, it's made us more mature ... i § 

I like to think so, anyway! ' 

max: And in March 2016 we started on Musical.ly. And 
that changed everything, even though we could 
never, ever have imagined that it would at the time. 

harvey: Our school friends who are twins made us join! 
We enjoyed it right from the beginning. It was just so 
easy to use that we didn't think anything of making a 
few videos every day. Our parents are interested in 
everything we do so they knew what we were up to 
and made sure we were safe - and it's just sort of 
grown from there. 

max: We were on holiday with our friend in LA and he 
gave us a shout out on Musical.ly - we both had 
individual accounts. But we were making so many 
videos together on holiday and enjoying it so much 
that we started a joint account. We did a video of us 


singing together, and it got featured on the app 
globally, and then people were really nice about it 
and we just grew really quickly.

THE USA 










harvey: Yeah, there were a couple of rough nights, I 
have to admit, but we got through them! Most of the 
time we got to sleep in nice hotels, but sometimes 
we were just sleeping in the van - we loved it 
though. 

max: In Chicago we stayed in quite an old-fashioned 
hotel. As soon as we got there we put our stuff down 
and went out - and a fan found us in the corridor 
because they were staying in the same hotel. We'd 
obviously met loads of fans at Playlist, but they were 
there to see other people as well. So that was cool. 
We just took a few pictures, spoke to them for a 
while, and then we headed straight for a trampoline 
park - we love trampoline parks! The Chicago show 
was insane - an awesome first show. It was in a 
studio so the stage had to be brought in and set up, 
but it was good to perform in. The sound was great, 
the audience was great - the whole thing was just 
so much fun. 

harvey: This is how the set worked: obviously Zach 
was the headliner, Sanni was the opening act 
(except for the Boston show, when we were 
because we had to leave early to catch our plane 
home). Then we were effectively the support act. 

We played around five songs - roughly the same 
number as Zach - as well as doing our drumming 
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routine. Usually we sang 'Migraine' by Twenty One 
Pilots, which worked well because there's a 
one-word response after each line so we got the 
crowd to do it. That was really cool because they 
were just so loud! We posted that on Musical.ly as 
well. We did our original songs 'One More Day in 
Love' and 'No One Else'. 

max: After Chicago we drove to Cleveland. We had a 
day to relax . . . but instead of relaxing, we went to 
another trampoline park - probably one of the best 
I've been to. But the really weird thing was that the 
people working there recognized us. It was so strange 
to be in a random trampoline park in Ohio and have 
people notice us . . . but we got an extra half-hour on 
the trampolines because of it, so that was good! 
Although I did cut my shoulder - which was already 
sunburned from Florida - on a door, and when it 
came to hugging fans the next day, that was a bit 
painful . . . 

harvey: The show in Cleveland was one of the best, 

I reckon. 

max: The room was slightly smaller than the other 
venues so it looked really full. It was completely 
packed, and everyone was a lot louder. It was an 
amazing show. My shoulders killed, but I didn't really 
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care. We introduced a new thing where we go on in 
animal costumes for the first number. We just 
thought Hey we Ve got a penguin suit and a bear 
suit from New York - why don't we use them? So we 
did, and now, for the first number, we're going to 
wear animal costumes. 

harvey: Then we drove on to New York. There was 
one great thing that Zach introduced me to on the 
tour: Popeyes. We tried it, and then I ordered it at 
least three more times while we were there. It's 
probably one of my favourite fast-food places 
now - especially the chicken wings. That was the up 
side of being on the road, definitely. 

max: So the third show was in Brooklyn. It was at a 
venue called the Knitting Factory, which you might 
think would be quite calm - but no. It was a full-on 
club where bands play. During the day we chilled 
out in New York, and then we had another great 
performance. Everyone was really loud. We enjoyed 
meeting all the fans, and, yeah, it was really fun. 
After the show we went to Times Square with Zach 
and Sanni, and bought caramel M&Ms because 
they're new. They taste really weird, but good. I 
don't like M&Ms, but I like the caramel ones. I think 
Americans have better candy but the UK have 
better chocolate. I think that's what it is. 
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harvey: We went back to the hotel, where we 
attempted (and note the word attempted ) to make 
slime for a YouTube video . . . and it's a lot harder 
than you might think. Especially when you haven't 
got anything to measure everything out with. It was 
extremely difficult and horrible and messy. The 
closest we got was probably Max's; his was all right. 
We tried every possible kind of mixture and 
technique and it just didn't work at all. The day we 
made the video we were due to leave, which was 
awkward because the bathroom was covered in 
slime . . . There's really no normal way of explaining 
how that happened! 

max: After that we drove to Boston for the last show 
of the tour. In the morning we went to eat at 
International House of Pancakes (IHOP).

It was great to see how another country reacts 
to what we do. 

harvey: It was nice because Americans are different 
from people in the UK.

I think British people can actually be louder, but the 
Americans have got a great energy. It was so cool 
touring over there, and we got to see some places 
we'd never visited before. And the people who 
came to see us were so generous too! It was lovely 
to meet them. 

max: Although . . . there was one weird thing. We had 
just finished our final show in Boston and were off to 
the airport. As we walked out of the venue there was 
a girl of about twelve with her mum and we stopped 
to say hello. Then the mum said, 'Can my daughter 
have your T-shirts?' We said, 'You mean the T-shirts 
that we're wearing?' and she said, 'Yeah, she wants 
them as a memento.' We were just about to go to 
the airport and get on a plane - we'd be half naked! 
It was just really weird and kind of awkward. We just 
had to apologize and say no . . . They were fine with it 
- but it was very odd! 
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harvey: The main thing I got was tape. In a YouTube 
video once, we were using tape and I decided to 
wrap my face up in it (DON'T try this at home, 
guys!) - and then that kind of became a thing on 
Instagram. And now, every time a fan gives me 
tape I'll just wrap myself in it and post it somewhere. 
This was a big part of the Nothin' But Love tour: we 
decided to wrap my whole body in tape and 
actually posted a couple of videos on Musical.ly. It 
was quite funny, but the first time I didn't prepare 
well for it - I had no sleeves, and when we took off 
the tape there were horrible marks on my arms. All 
in the name of art! 

max: I'm excited to be going home now, even 
though I'm sad the tour's over. I definitely missed 
my bed! And of course I missed my family, I missed 
the puppy and Pippa, and even my old cat 
Minnie, who is (in a nice way) somehow still alive. I 
missed loads of things at home. But then, all our 
new friends were so nice: they know what it's like 
to have this sort of platform, and sometimes it's 
good to hang out with people who get what we're 
doing. We're hoping to return to the States in 
August. Still, it's great to go back to normal and be 
with our school friends again. The only thing is - we 
have exams . . .

harvey: On Friday, straight alter we broke up for half 
term, we drove up to Manchester with our dad and 
stayed in a hotel.

max: Playing in Manchester this week was obviously 
very difficult, because the terrorist attack at the 
Ariana Grande concert had only happened the 
weekend before. A couple of people didn't show 
up, which was understandable, though it was a 
shame not to have them there. We decided not to 
cancel the show: we love Manchester and 
everyone was so brave. We didn't want to let 
people down, and anyone who felt scared 
could obviously choose not to come - we totally 
got that. 

harvey: The gig went really well - though 
unfortunately the fire alarm went off in the middle 
and, coming so soon after the attack, it was quite 
scary. Max and I tried to keep as calm as we could, 
but there were quite a few people crying and 
screaming. Everyone was OK - it was only because 
of someone smoking. But it was pretty creepy. 
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max: Yeah, in the middle of the Q&A a fire alarm 
went off and we looked at our sound person and 
asked if it was a joke - which would have been 
really not funny, obviously - and she said 'No.' So we 
told the crowd, and everyone was out of the 
building in, like, two minutes. The security team were 
amazing - they got people out so quickly. 

harvey: Everyone was crying and quite upset. We 
were all just standing out in the street. But then we 
found out it was just someone smoking on the top 
floor. We felt bad that people had been so scared. 
But once it was sorted they were all very 
understanding and managed to forget what 
happened. 

max: We went back into the room and carried on 
with the show and it was completely fine. Everything 
went well after that. 

harvey: We continued where we'd left off. We finished 
our Q&A session, and then we had a little break 
before the second set so everyone could calm down. 
After that it was great. But it was so sad that this 
happened during the week of the Manchester 
attack. I'm so glad we got to carry on with the show 
- I hope people had a really good time. 






THE GREAT 
MANCHESTER RUN 


harvey: It was probably a few months ago now that 
we did our first mini-campaign for the Royal 
Manchester Children's Hospital. Our auntie originally 
spoke to us about Ward 84, which is the cancer 
ward. Her friend's daughter was there and the staff 
were just amazing, so our auntie and her friends 
were trying to spread the word and raise money for 
it. That's when we did our first online campaign for 
them, and we've also been in to meet people. It's 
just kind of grown out of that - it's incredible how 
many people are doing stuff for it, even just sending 
love online. On the Sunday after our gig in 
Manchester it was the Great Manchester Run and 
people were running for charities like the Royal 
Manchester Children's Hospital. 

max: We got to blow these air horns for the start of 
the race and perform for the runners in the kids' 
races when they crossed the finish line. We met 
the most amazing little girl who ran in the youngest 
race - she must have been about five. She was 
running with a support because of her illness. Right 
at the end of the race she just dropped it and 
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sprinted for the finish - it was the most incredible 
thing. 

harvey: Yeah, it was inspiring to see how many 
young people were running for these charities. Some 
of the kids were so fast. I think the older children ran 
2.5 kilometres and one of them did it in, like, eight 
minutes. It was ridiculous. I thought we would have a 
lot more time before they reached the finish line. 
Suddenly this kid comes round the corner, and then 
there was quite a big gap before the next one. A 
few finished in under twelve minutes, and the rest 
took about fifteen or twenty, which is still amazing. 
The five- to nine-year-olds ran one kilometre. Some 
of them did it in around fifteen minutes, which was 
insane! It was really cool to see. 

max: It was such a fun day. We did a few interviews. 
We actually used in-ear systems to hear ourselves on 
the track, which was a first. And a loud first, as well! I 
don't think we had the volume setting quite right - I 
heard myself a bit too loudly! The crowd were 
moving around a lot, because obviously everyone 
was running. But it was still one of the biggest crowds 
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we've played to - around 1,500. Luckily I don't think 
we've ever been properly nervous about anything. I 
mean, I always get butterflies before I go on stage - I 
love the fact that I'm about to perform for a lot of 
people. I think the only time I've ever been like 
'Ooh, what if something goes wrong?' is when we 
did a fireworks show in our home town last 
November and there were thousands of people 
there. That hit me cos it was a big performance for 
us quite early on. But today's was one of the most 
rewarding we've done. The kids there are just so 
great. It was a brilliant experience and everything 
went really well. It was awesome. 

harvey: Unfortunately we didn't take part in the race 
because we were performing while people were 
running. I would've loved to, even though - believe 
me - I cannot run. Actually, when we got there, Tilly 
really wanted to run take part, but unfortunately you 
had to sign up online or something and get your 
number and all that. So it was too late . . . She wasn't 
really dressed for it either! 
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max: The Royal Manchester Children's Hospital asked 
us to write a song for primary schools to sing in 
assemblies and things. So we said, 'Yeah, we can 
definitely do that.' Our mum helped us write the 
song and I worked out the music and all that kind of 
stuff. We recorded it, got it mastered, and it ended 
up sounding better than I expected. It's a really nice 
song for children to sing, and it raises awareness 
about the work of the hospital. It's called 'Be Seen 
in Green'. 


harvey: We really wanted to help support the Royal 
Manchester Children's Hospital - it's important to our 
family because of our auntie's friend's daughter. She 
was only about three or four when she went through 
chemotherapy there. They did an amazing job 
supporting her. And they work so hard: when we 
went to meet all the kids there were just people 
everywhere making sure that everyone was OK. 

max: At the moment Harvey and I don't do much 
songwriting because we have so little time after 
school, and then as soon as we get home, we're 
normally doing things like chores and homework or 
getting all of the Musical.lys done, or posting a 
photo for Instagram. And sometimes, we'll be asked 







by record companies to learn a song and we try to 
fit in live streams because we enjoy that so much. 
Then we'll have dinner as a family, and alter that our 
parents make sure we do something to relax, so we 
do something fun like watch the TV with our mum 
and dad before we go to sleep. So we're very busy 
at the moment. Songwriting is very minimal, but we 
really wanted to do this when we were asked, and 
Mum helped out. 

harvey: Mum is actually very good at writing songs 
for kids. She wrote a song when we were leaving our 
primary school, and that went down really well - 
they've used it for the past four years now. We're not 
charging for 'Be Seen in Green' or anything - we just 
want to spread awareness of the charity. The song's 
on SoundCloud, so people can download and listen 
to it. It's spreading already, which is so cool. There 
have been quite a few videos on Instagram and 
Musical.ly. One group of girls spent a long time 
making a music video to it, and it was really cool, so 
we posted it on our Instagram. It's great to see how 
much effort people put into these things. 

max: Yeah - it was awesome. And tons of people are 
supporting the charity. It's worked really, really well in 
terms of raising awareness. 
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harvey: We've also set a little challenge: people 


either sing along to the song or make a video to it 
online. 'Be Seen in Green' is going to be sent to lots 
of primary schools around Manchester. If they like it 
they can enter a competition for us to come and 
sing in one of their assemblies after we're back from 
VidCon. So hopefully some people will enter, 
because that would be fun! I think we'll try to make 
a day of it and visit the children on the ward as well.

We haven't had much time to organize it but we 
really want to perform as much as possible while 
we're here, so we'll see how that goes! We've been 
doing a bit of rehearsing, but we're going to use 
the Up Close tour set-list, which we know really well 
by now. 









harvey: We had lunch at the Cheesecake Factory, 
which was so good. Cassie and Mika came to meet 
us in Anaheim - they're going to be at VidCon too. 

It was really nice to see them! 

max: Then we did our first ever Max and Harvey 
headliner show in America. We had a crowd of 
about 120 people - probably about half what we 
get in the UK. It was very short notice so we were just 
really happy that anyone came. It was great to see 
them all. It was in a place called Chain Reaction in 
Anaheim. 

harvey: It went great. It felt different to the Zach 
Clayton tour as people were there to see us, which 
was so nice. Christian Lalama supported us and he 
was amazing. We were very happy to have him 
there. And the crowd were brilliant - really loud and 
fun. 

max: I really enjoyed it - I hope we can do more solo 
shows this summer! That's the dream, anyway. It's so 
great to be here! It's sort of how I felt at Playlist: I miss 
school and home, obviously, but it is so cool to be 
around loads of people doing the same thing as us. 
It's fun.

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harvey: Today we recorded with Mika in a studio here in 
Anaheim. It was a brand-new song called 'Chemistry'. I 
really like it. There's another called 'Stuck on the 
Ceiling', which I think I actually prefer, but we didn't 
have time to record that too. 

max: And then in the evening we went to Zach's party 
where we saw him for the first time since his tour. 

harvey: It was at a bowling alley and so many 
YouTubers and friends of ours were there. We gave 
Zach his presents. I think he liked them . . . ! 

max: We knew everyone from Playlist - it was fun to 
see them again. Then we went to IHOP. We love IHOP, 
as you've definitely heard already in this book! 

harvey: Then we went on to a party that YouTube 
hosted for everyone who was a Featured Creator at 
VidCon.

It was great to 
watch all the acts; there are some really talented 
people on Musical.ly. It doesn't matter how many 
followers you have online - the people who are most 
talented get the biggest crowds in real life!

security walk us around! In the evening they closed 
the convention centre for a bit and then reopened it 
just for Featured Creators, so the really famous 
people could walk around without getting mobbed 
by fans.

CAMP BESTIVAL 


max: The weather is not on our side! We've been 
going to Camp Bestival, which is like a music festival 
for families, for the last five years. It's really fun: we 
camp with our family and some friends and see lots 
of acts. This year we're performing too! Before, 
we've always had to lug our stuff from the car park 
to the campsite, which usually takes up the whole 
of the first day. This year we stayed in the artists' 
campsite. Last year we had just hit a million fans on 
Musical.ly: people kept finding our tent and 
recognizing us. Now that our following has 
quadrupled, we wanted to be more private. It was 
only a ten-minute walk to our campsite, so that was 
a lot easier! It was so muddy though! 

harvey: We performed on the Friday. We were 
worried we'd have a really low turnout. I'm not 
complaining or anything - we were really grateful 
- but we were on at midday, when people are 
usually having lunch. We were in the biggest tent as 
well, and it would've looked really empty if no one 
had come. But we were amazed - we had, like, 

3,000 people there. Lots of them didn't know who we

Over the weekend Louisa Johnson, Ann Marie and 
Mark Ronson were playing in the same place and 
we were really pleased we basically got the same 
crowd as those guys! But that night was horrible, 
weather-wise. Our campsite wasn't that bad 
(except around the toilets), but in the arena there 
was no grass left - only mud. No matter where 
you walked, your shoes got muddy. I ruined two 
pairs of shoes. We watched Mark Ronson - he was 
amazing. 

harvey: Mark was so nice - he was talking to 
everyone. And his show was great. I didn't know 
what to expect, but it was like a really cool DJ set. 
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We got a photo with him for Instagram and he was 
so nice about it. I really liked him. 

max: We also got to meet Ann Marie, who was really 
nice too: she took a photo of us, then went over to 
meet her fans and didn't leave until everyone was 
happy. And then she did a Musical.ly with us, which 
was so cool!
